May it please Your Excellency, 

1. The principal proceeding varying the usual routine of this Pr^eedings 
Office, during the year 1885, has been the partial application by ^ 
the Lord Lieutenant and Council of the powers conferred by 
section 5 of the “ Public Records (Ireland) Act, 1867,” to Records 
hitherto in the charge and custody of Clerks of the Crown and 

of the Peace. 

2. By an order of the Lord Lieutenant with the consent of the Attaching 
Privy Council, dated 5th January, 1885, all the Records which 

had been deposited for more than twenty years in the respective Crown and 
offices iof the Clerks of the. Crown and of the Peace for the 
County and City of Dublin at the Sessions House, Green-street, Dublin.^ ” 
were put under the charge of the Master, of the Rolls, and directed Appendi.v i. 
to be transferred to this Office. 

3. This proceeding , was nioved by. the recently appointed at 

Clerk of the Grown, .who had found a great and inconvenient crnTTuZll. 
accumulation of Records as well in his own offices as in .those of 

the Olerk of the Peace. These collections . had already, 7th 
March, 1883, been inspected in anticipation of the then proposed inspected 7 th 
structural changes at the Sessions House. On. that occasion March, i88:i. 
twelve very large locked boxes in the basement, supposed to 
contain Records, had been noticed, but the inspection being only 
permissive, and the custody of the keys unknown, the nature of 
the contents was not ascertained.

were forced open, and a large quantity of paper and parchment 
Records was stolon from them, and disposed of to dealers in 
Dublin and Glasgow. Owing to the effective exertions of the 
Detective Department of the Dublin Metropolitan Police, the 
whole of the abstracted property, exceeding 40 cwts., has been 
recovered, and is found to consist almost wholly of the records of 
the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs’ Court of the City of Dublin, 
formerly held at the Tholsel. At the time of the Report ground- 
ing the Municipal Corporations (Ireland) Act, 1840, this was the 
popular court for civil proceedings in the City of Dublin, and in 
its forms and course of pleading observed to a certain extent the 
practice of the superior courts. A large proportion of the parch- 
ment instruments recovered is in Latin, engrossed in court hand, 
and the early jury panels are interesting, as preserving the 
names, occupations, and addresses of citizens of Dublin in the 
17th, and perhaps the 16th, centuries; but the process of sepa- 
rating the parchments from the accompanying paper writings on 
the same files, for manufacturing purposes, had proceeded too far, 
before the recovery of the property, to admit of any complete 
series being now formed. 

5. Besides these records of the City Court, not yet reduced to 
order, the entire collection as now removed from Green-street 
consists of (1) from the offices of the Clerk of the Crown.

22. An Index has been formed to the unbound Receivers' and 
Guaidians Accounts of Chancery, filed prior to April, 1843, under 
their mitial letters in each year. This contains 486 pages. Many 
oi the Accounts have more titles than one, so that it has been 
deemed necessaiy to form, also, a Cross Index to the second or 
other titles besides the first. This is in dictionary order, and 
relers to the whole series, irrespective of the dates of the 
Accounts. It contains 182 pages. 

Chancery Petitions previous to 
April, 1843, has been continued and completed. It contains in 
pages, and covers the period from 1667 
to 12th April 1843. A cross reference Index, similar to that 
pai-agi-aph, is in process of formation. 
D ™ “I'^tionary order has been made to the Wills 

^Prerogative Court for the period from 1810 to 11th January 
1858. Ihis comprise, s two volumes and 1,300 pages : and, with 
that made by the late Record Commissioners of Prerogative Wills 
Irom lo36-1810, forms a complete Index down to the 11th 
January^ 18o8, when the Probate Act of 20 and 21 Victoria, 
chapter /9, came. into force. This Department has now completed

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There is next, a series of books, five in number, viz. A 36, A 54, 

A 55, A 98, and A 99, entitled “ Kilkenny Confederates Records 
This series concerns die period embraced between 23rd Amgust 1644, 
and 29th August, 1649, and forms part of the Records of the Kilkenny 
Confederates’ Government. Some of the books were discovered at 
Waterford— others in the City of Kilkenny, by Colonel Solomon 
Richards, one of Cromwell’s officers, in the month of January, 1664. 
The series comprised the Roll of Association, with the names imd 
signatures of the members of the General Assembly. The boofa of the 
Supremo CouncU, with all the entries of appointments to office, and 
other entries. They were all carefully catalogued and indexed loy the 
order of the Commissioners for the Affairs of Ireland, and were then 
sent to Athlone, and there used at the Court of Transplantation to 
“discriminate” the conduct of the various proprietors who were com- 
pelled to appear before the Court to receive, according to then dements 
in Connaught, equivalents for their former confiscated estates. They 
were called the Books of Discrimination. ^ These books were afterwaid 
used at the Court of Claims, set up at Kings Inns at the Restoration 
lasting from 1662 to 1669, to check the claims of the Irish to Innocence 
for an Innocent was entitled to immediate restoration of his estate 
From having been used at Athlone, the Books got the names familiarly 
of “the Black Books,” or “the Black Books of Athlone. ^ The five 
volumes in question do not comprise the Boll of Association, or the 
other more important entry books. They contain the original signatuies 
of some of the Judges and Ministers of the Civil Courts for Adminis- 
tration of Justice, especially the volume conventionally maiked A o4, 
ivith a panel or leather label entitling the vffiume, Kilkenny Con- 
federates— Orders on Process 1644-1649.

It will be observed that there was a suggestion made by the Defen- 
dants that the plaintiff, Ellen Purcell, had received satisfaction for 
her lands from the Lord Deputie, evidently showing, even before hrs 
death, he had satisfied some of the dispossessed Brennans, as indeed may 
be implied from the terms of his will. It adds to the interest of these 
books to find memoranda on pieces of loose paper pmned to the pages 
or attached by wafers. 

A 54 contains Orders on Process to compel the appearance and 
answer of the parties Defendants to suits commenced at law by bill. 
Much of the business concerned the regulating of Assessments. 

The other four volumes, marked respectively A 36, A 56, A 98, and 
A 99, concern the assessment, applutment, and levy of taxes and arrears. 
In volume A 55, entitled “ Kilkenny Confederates— Assessments and 
Assignments, 1648-1649,” at p. 28 the following entry occurs.

Summary of Returns made by Twenty-seven Clerks of tho 
Grown in Ireland in Answer to the Queries addressed to 
j |them. 

1. With regard tb the first query, out of twenty-seven returns, seven 
only mention that all the Records which were in their respective offices 
j)revious to 1812 are now forthcoming, while in two cases none are to be 
found. Tho remaining eighteen answers state that these Records are 
extant to a certain extent, but not complete. In one case tlie writer 
mentions that they are crumbling from decay. 

2; The Records of date subsequent to 1812 appear to correspond in their 
main features with those of earlier date. In the twenty-seven returns under 
notice, “ Crown Books ” are mentioned by all ; “ Indictments, Inquests, 
Informations, and Recognizances,” by all but one, and “Presentments, 
Qiiere Bboks, &c.,” by all but two ; twenty custodians have “Precepts for 
holding Assizes, Panels of Jurors, and Bindings,” while “ Capias Books” 
are in the possession of ten only ; eleven mention ^‘Affidavits relative to 
Crown business,” and seven “Treasurer’s Accounts.” The foregoing are the 
principal classes, but in one or two instances, many more are catalogued, 
among which may be mentioned. Civil Bill Books, Militia Returns, 
Maps and Leases, Register of Roman Catholics, Appointment of Officers, 
Chief Remembrancer’s Accounts, Local Government Board Audits, 
Circular Letters, Breeljolders’ Returns, Orders for Witnesses’ Expenses, 
Grand Jury Awards, Certificates of Payment, Applications for Con- 
tracts, Auditors’ Accounts, Notices for Special Juries, License Books, 
Register of Voters, Register of Trees, Coroners’ Papers, Acts of Parlia- 
ment, Returns of Members of Parliament, and other such documents. 
In' seven cases Records are mentioned as being unarranged, and their titles 
unaSbei’taihed. In all the principal classes the dates appear to be con- 
secutive from 1812 to the present time, or very nearly so. 

3. In every case the Records appear to be stored iir the offices of the 
Clerk of the Crown. In a few instances a j^ortion of the documents 
have been preserved elsewhere ; in one case in a I'oom in the gaol (co. 
Donegal), in another (co. Meath), in a room “ not adjoining office.” 
Only one report (co. Down) mentions a fire-proof room. A majority 
of the eollbctions are kept in wobdeil presses; and one report refers to 
the danger of destruction by fire. 
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In sixteen offices there appears to have been a certain amount of ar- 
rangement, though not perfect. The classification appears to be generaUy 
according to date, year by year. In six cases there is no order preserved, 
and in the other five cases the query is ignored. , , . , , q,. „ 

4. In no case do the Records appear to be completely indexed. Ihe 
Crown Books for the counties of Galway and Monaghan are mentioned 
as having been indexed, and the reply from co. Kerry states that there 
are a “ few small indexes.” In the remaming twenty-four replies it is 
intimateil that there are absolutely no indexes. 

6. The replies which have been received from twenty-five Cleiks of the 
Crown estimate the weight of their Records to be 39 tons 17 cwt. .. stone 
Striking an average by which to gauge the weight of the Records 
those offices from which no return has been received, the total weight ot 
the Records app-’-ars to be over 57 tons. _ _ < q«k „ 

The total bulk o£ the Records in twenty repositories is 4,865 cubic teet. 
Pursuing the same plan as before, the entire bulk of the Records amounts 
to 8,757 cubic feet.

3. In every case the Records appear to be stored in the Peace Office, 
In two instances a portion of the more recent ones are kept in the 
private office of the Clerk of the Peace, away from the Courthouse. 
One return mentions that some of the documents are preserved in a 
“ room in the gaol,” and another in a “ room not adjoining office.” 

In nine cases the arrangement seems good, in twelve indifferent, and 
in two distinctly bad. Four returns make no allusion to it. 

4. In only one case (co. Kildare) is there an Index to the Records. 
In the other twenty-sbc returns no perfect Indexes are referred to, 
though in three instances some of the documents appear to be indexed, 
and in a fourth there is a sort of catalogue of the contents of the several 
presses. Certain returns mention that the papers are so endorsed and 
arranged as to be. very easily referred to. 

5. The total weight of the Records in those offices of Clerks of the 
Peace from which returns have been received, as estimated in the returns, 
is 46 tons 1 cwt. 6 stone. Allowing for those offices from which returns 
have not been received at the average of those returned for, the total 
wci<^ht of the Peace Records, may be estimated at over 76 tons. 

Tlie bulk of Pecords, as stated in returns, is 5,620 cubic feet. 

Total bulk estimated on same principle as above is 10,678 cubic feet.

Memorandum by the Assistant Deputy Keeper on Huguenot 
Statements and Declarations. 

In exam ini ng the Records of the late Landed Estates Office, removed 
from the Custom House, I found in a large parcel labelled ‘‘Military 
and Civil Establishment Books,” (6G-8-14), one bound folio volume, 
together with a considerable mass of documents, relating to French 
Huguenofs in the ’service of the Crown in Ireland. 
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■ THe volume, of 641 pages, contains the statements of 590 French 
' pensioners on the Civil List, signed with their own hands, specifying 
their names, the amount of their pensions, why they were granted them 
the dates of their commissions, what private property they had, and 
what families or persons they had dependent upon them for support. 
They would appear to have been taken about the month of June, 170.., 
and have a note at foot of each, made and signed by Charles Deering, 
the Auditor-General, stating what documents he had seen in relation 
to the matter. Tliey appear to be all written in the one hand, as it 

taken down from oral dictation. ^ , j •

They give information as to the pension, services, 
wounds, and means of living of the Declarants and would appeal* to 
have been made foi' the inforjnation of the Auditor-General to enable 
him to supply the )'equirements of the following letter of record in 
Vol. 9, page 514 of “ King’s and Queen’s letters,” Custom House Collec- 
tion (1C— 7c— 86).
